That matter !« settled; we have 
fn our colored population material well 
adapted to military service. Obvious- 
ly, too there can be found in it abund- 
ance especially adapted to service in 
such climates as those of Cuba, Porto 
Rico, and the Philippines. Even to 
the Sooth, where the color line is 
drawn, so sharply, no objection to the 
employment of negro troops in this 
war was made in Any quarter entitled 
to respect. The colored soldiers are 
proud of their uniform. It marks their 
elevation and recognition as valuable 
factors in the preservation of their 
government. Under sufficient drill 
and discipline they can be molded into 
shape as admirable soldiers; this war 
has proved that they are trustworthy 
troops in the field, obedient to com- 
mand, steady, good-humored. Indif- 
ferent to hardships, of which some 
state troops made so great complaint, 
docile, proud of their service, anc 
happy in. it. What commanding officer 
asks for more desirable qualities in 
the soldiers under his leadership? As 


vary of occupation in a tropical 


climate their distinct superiority to 
white troops is manifest. Nature made 
them for such servvice. It may be 
that when they 
get 
beyond their 


camps and the immediate restraint of 
discipline is relaxed they are liable to 
Doisterousness or dissipation encour- 
aged by their ligat-heartedness and 
their carelessness, but, with proper 
commanders, that disposition can be 
kept in check. In our new possessions 
the race and color prejudice is not as 
strong as here, or exist scarcely at all. 
Negro troops are better fitted to sus- 
tain the climate. Moreover, the dis- 
tinction of their use for such a pur- 
pose will tend to give a dignity to 
the race which it will prize. It will be 
a great Opening for the colored peo- 
ple, affording them an opportunity to 
gain the advancement in reputation 
which their wise leaders and well- 
wishers are seeking for them. The 
government would find little difficulty 
in recruiting colored forces sufficient 
to form the main body of every army 
of occupation required. Nor will the 
conditions which now surround with 
hazard the lives of white troops on 
those islands be allowed long to ex- 
ist under a civilized government. Com- 
petent medical opinion, expert in "the 
science of sanitation, has asserted that 
Cuba can be made a 
remarkably 


healthful region. There Is no reason 
why the death rate o£ Havana shoulc 
not be among the'lowest-of any urban 
population in the world, except for 
negligence and wanton defiance by its 
government of sanitary laws easily ob- 
served. Tne same may be said of Porto 
Rico and the Philippines.

Abdullah et Taithj Khalifa, whose 


power haa been broken by the British 
forces under General Sir 
Herbert 


Kitchener, wa* the most powerful and 
successful of the three Khalifas of the 
three leading Arab tribes, that ia 1882 
helped the Mahdi to overthrow 
the 


government ot Egypt In the eastern 
Soudan and establish the Mahdist 
despotism in its place. Each ot these 
Khalifas commanded a distinct sec- 
tion of the Mahdi's army, and Abdul- 
lah's force had most to do with the 
annihilation ot General Hick* and his 
army. Abdullah wa* the favorite ot 
his master. The Mahdi believed that 
if ae died Abdullah was the only mas 
who could maintain the strange em- 
pire he had raised and keep the upper 
hand of the rapacious Soudanese 
tribes. Before his death the Mahdi 
nominated the Khalifa Abdullah as 
his successor, and thus the cruel and 
tyrannical Arab tribe of the Bagaras. 
whose leader was Abdullah, became 
the masters of the Egyptian Soudan 
and ruled it with a rod of iron. The 
Mahdi died on June 22, 1885, after 
three years ot power, and Abdullah 
has since been known as "the Mah- 
di's successor" There was Intense 
jealousy and disappointment on the 
pan of the Danagla and Jaalln tribes, 
who had been the rulers, but now be- 
came the ruled. Civil war on account 
of Abdullah's accession was narrowly 
averted, but be was too strong for his 
enemies in the other tribes, and they 
Bnally chose the pan of discretion just 
when all had been made ready for bat- 
tle. The new ruler then made It his 
business to render the other tribes 
harmless. He reduced the power ot 
the two other Khalifas, and they be- 
came men ot little influence. He sent 
many of the 
Jaalin 
and 
Danagla 


Emjra in chains hundreds of miles up 
the Nile, and be permitted his Bag- 
gara to plunder the other tribes with- 
out mercy, under the pretext of levy- 
ing taxes. There baa been only one 
ruler of the Soudan for the past thir- 
teen years, and he has been the Khal- 
ifa Abdullah. He maintained his pol- 
icy of cruelly repressing all the people 
except his own tribe, until he was 
frightened very badly by the news that 
England and Egypt were getting ready 
to invade the country and overthrow 
his power. After that newa reached 
Omdurman he made a great show of 
reversing his policy Hs pardoned th« 
imprisoned Emirs and tried In many 
ways to win back the disaffected peo- 
ple 
The Khalifa's 
empire, within 


which not a particle of European In- 
fluence has permeated since the Mahdi 
captured Khartoum, extends along the 
Nile from Pongola on the north to the 
neighborhood of Lade on the south, a 
distance of about thirteen hundred 
miles 
Onidunnan, the capital. Just 


across the Nile from the ruins of Khar- 
toum, is about midway between these 
points. The Khalifa lost Darfur, but 
still his empire extends from the weet- 
ern limits of Kordofan to Abyssinia 
on the east, 
and 
embraces about 


700,000 square miles During the thir- 
teen years be has controlled the des- 
tinies of the Egyptian Soudan it is es- 
timated that nearly three-fifths of its 
inhabitants have perished through war 
and famine

««t»!i»«i3 occasioned from a scourge. 
says the New York Post. Some years 
ago a surgeon connected with the B-H- 
ish army in India became Interested 
in the poisonous snakes of that coun- 
try 
He published a work entitled 


"Thanatophidia" (i. e, the death ser- 
pents), and brought to light most ap- 
palling conditions. Sir Joseph Fay- 
rer, for Jt was he who entered into 
this work, stated that on an average 
20.000 persons perished from tbe bite 
of the cobra in India every year, an'l 
that the hamadryas, the polonga, the 
carawala and other less deadly species 
caused many deaths among the natives 
which were never reported. Soon af- 
ter the publication of "Thanatophidia" 
the medical profession became inter- 
ested in snake poison and endeavors 
were made to discover an antidote. 
It wae at this time that Dr Caimette 
began his experiments and upon much 
the s>ame lines us Pasteur—that Is, b> 
immunization. A large animal is se- 
lected, presumably a horse—this crea- 
ture 
being perfectly 
healthy and 


sound. Into its veins is injected a 
very small quantity of the poison. Al-
